11 is not necessary to rom'liule that 


those \\lio urge ivcot>nition of tile "re- 
public of Ireland" are desirous of pnri- 
pilutiKg war between tin- I'nited States 
and the British empire. Probably many 
of ihem have but a haxy idea of which 
r«-cognition under Mich circumstances 
involves, ami perhaps some of them ima- 
gine that a bold policy in this connection 
on tin- part of the United Stales would 
promptly bring the British government 
to U-rms, thus setting Ireland free with- 
out any serious disturbance, let alone a 
great anil ruinous war. There was no 
such delusion in Kngland and France 
when it was proposed to recognize the 
Confederate States of America nearly 
sixty years ago. Although the militant 
and united Confederacy had great ar- 
mies in this Held and had won many vic- 
tories, the prudent in England and 
France knew that recognition would 
mean war with the North and therefore 
recognition was voted down. On this 
subject a recognized authority on inter 
aational law has written: 


The act of recognition is a normal act. quite 


Compatible with the maintenance of peaceful in- 
tercourse with the mother country, if it is not per- 
formed till the contest is either actually or vir- 
tually over in favor of the new community. Thus 
'.he recognition of the independence of the United 
States by those powers which accorded it after 
Great Britain had herself recognized them as in- 
dependent by the preliminaries of 1782. was no 
unfriendly act toward her but their recognition 
by Prance in 1778. when the contest was at its 
height and the event exceedingly doubtful, was an 
act of intervention which the parent state had a 
right to re-sent, as she did by war. 


That there has been no change of atti- 


tu-Je or understanding in this connection 
has Lien made quite clear by the warn- 
ing announcement of Premier Lloyd- 
George that the recognition of Ireland as 
an independent republic, by a foreign 
power would be resented as an act of 
foreign intervention equivalent to war. 
In spile of this warning and the explicit 
statements of authorities on internation- 
al law. the Connecticut Democratic stale 
convention has adopted a plank favoring 
"recognition of the republic of Ireland," 
following the policy of the promoters of 
the Mason bill which has been introduced 
in congress. In neither case can the act 
he explained—if anything more than a 
vote-seeking scheme •— except on 
the 


ground of a luck of understanding. 


Fortunately such a light altitude to- 


ward so serious a matter is not universal. 
The American people are of course sym- 
pathetic toward the cause of free Ire- 
land. Probably the great majority would 
like to see Ireland attain complete poli- 
tical liberty, and yet there are many who 
believe that Ireland's interests would be 
best conserved by the preservation of 
some kind of relationship with the Brit- 
ish empire. Whatever the final solution 
of the problem may be it is obvious thai 
the recognition of an Irish republic can- 
not consistently or rightfully be accorded 
by llu- I'niN-d States until that republic 
has turned the scales of political control 
against (ireat Britain and in favor of it- 
self. Dei-ply as we may desire to have 
justice done by Ireland we cannot as- 
sume the responsibility of serving it a I 
the expense of a breach of international 
law or a break with dreat Britain which 
might involve war. 


LIMITED DEMOCHACY 


A recent observer is quoted as saying: 


"In Boston (hey always ask you, "What 
:lo you.know?' In New York or Chicago, 
How much have you got?' but in the 
South, where they are strong on ftimiiy 
trees though some of them are badly in 
need of spraying they always ask. 'Who 
:ire you?" " This by no means tells the 
whole slory of today. Philadelphia "so- 
•iety" is supposed to be as much interest- 
Mi in a social climber's grandfather as 
Virginia ever was. The highbrow circles 
»f Boston are now reputed to be less con- 
cerned with philosophy than with f.-imily 
trees. Kvcn Chicago is doubtless devot- 
ing a great deal of energy (o the search 


., for distinguished ancestors. Ami every- 


where the dollar has become of far great- 


er social importance, for without the 
dollar's support family pride has a ten- 
dency to become the jest of the neighbor- 
hood. 


The great war is supposed to have 


saved the world for democracy in a poli- 
tical sense, and the bolshevik! are under- 
stood to be engaged in hoisting the pro- 
letariat or putting the bottom rail on top. 
But in a social sense the world has ever 
and will ever refuse to be democratic. 
Kvery community has its circle of fami- 
lies whose fathers and grandfathers pros- 
pered materially and in some instances 
became really distinguished. The con- 
tinuing struggle is to climb into and to 
keep from falling out of these circles. 
Kducation. achievement ami money grad- 
ually bring outsiders in. while no few of 
those born inside tind it necessary to die 
outside because a popularly forgotten 
family tree Hnallv becomes their sole 
• 
» 
possession, more accomplished and more 
amply provided newcomers occupying 
the vacated spaces. Socially the world is 
a gradually changing scene, but socially 
the world 
including America—is never 


a democracy. 


BOLSHEVIK 
Fl'XDS 


After four months of idleness, which 


virtually paralyzed Holland's shipping 
and foreign commerce, the Dutch water- 
men's strike has ended in failure. The 
strike itself is less a matter of importance 
to the world than its origin, for the strike 
was an international rather than a local 
event, being, according to seemingly re- 
liable report, not only inspired but 
financed in bolshevist Bussia. 
An "ex- 


pert in finances national and interna- 
tional" is quoted as saying that two bil- 
lions of guilders—about .1$00,000,000— 
were sent from Bussia "in the hope of 
making the Netherlands an experimen- 
tal farm for the whole world." Thotigh 
the estimate of the sum seems extrava- 
gant, apparently much Bussian money 
was employed in various ways, including 
the distribution of Bolshevist "litera- 
ture," and materially helped the water- 
men of Holland to hold out 125 days 


Where do the Bolsheviki get the mo- 


ney for such campaigns abroad in addi- 
tion to the cost of keeping their grip on 
Russia itself? 
Part of the answer ap- 


pears to be supplied by the statement 
that the funds sent to Holland were not 
in coin or bank bills but in the form of 
diamonds, rubies, malachite, necklaces 
and jewelry of every sort—"personal 
property that did not come off the necks, 
lingers or wrists of those who decreed 
its distribution." Observers have won- 
dered how the Bolsheviki have managed 
on the fiat money they have brought into 
existence, but this is by no means their 
sole reliance. From the outset they have 
possessed themselves of enormous wealth 
by despoiling the riches Bussians and 
robbing the churches which later in the 
/course of ages became the repositories 
of vast treasure in the form of golden 
and jeweled adornments. 


True to form, the Bolsheviki are rob- 


bing everything and everybody in sight 
to pay their way. When there is noth- 
ing more to rob they will go the way of 
all robbers. Leeches cannot thrive on 
turnips, and that is the state to which 
they are rapidly reducing Bussia.

I'nfortunately there is a popular impression 


that one with heart disease is likely to die sud- 
denly or at least to die soon. Perhaps this is at- 
tributuU, to newspaper itouis pui-pvUUiig to ac- 
count for supposedly sudden 
or 
unexpected 


deaths by ascribing the occurrence.; to heart 
failure. 
Or it may be attributable to a practice 


of coroners in backward towns—viewing the re- 
mains" and divining, as it were, (hat the de- 
ceased probably came to his death Uri a result of 
heart disease or dilation of the heart or some- 
thing like that. Of course, the coroner is only 
guessing, when no necropsy is done to determine 
the cause of death. 
There is no doubt what- 


ever that accidental poisoning, skull fracture, 
and numerous other undiscovered 
causes of 


death are hidden under many of these post-mor- 
ten guesses of coroners. 


The newspapers recently carried a story of 


the sudden death of a man who had won consid- 
erable fame as an expert on infernal machines. 
The cause- of the man's sudden death was given 
in the story as "indigestion." One would sup- 
pose that the reporters might know better than 
that. When a man succumbs to "indigestion"— 
assuming a man ever has succumbed to it. out- 
side of the newspapers—what organ has failed? 
.What i.> the modus operand! or the modus of not 
operating any longer? It is absurd to imagine 
that "indigestion" ever seriously injured any- 
one. The term is applied by third rate doctors, 
to ail sorts of diseases of abdominal and chest 
organs. It is a kind of slouchy. lazy, indifferent 
way of side-stepping the effort to 
determine 


what is really the matter, and therefore no phy- 
sician worthy of confidence or respect ever per- 
petrates such a pseudo-diagnosis. 


The truth about heart disease is that people 


usually do not die of it. even though they surely 
have it. 
They die of incidental affections, like 


the rest of us. A diseased heart rather causes 
general inefficiency, and often "indigestion." 


Now, according to the custom, numerous read- 


ers will read into these remarks something which 
is not there. . They will get the impression that 
I say "indigestion" is imaginary. I say nothing 
of the kind. 
The patient has something quite 


genuine the matter when he confesses to or is 
accused of indigestion. 
I merely say he will 


bestir himself to find out what really is the mat- 
ter unless he has no regard for his health. If he 
is that kind of soul, then perhaps he will content 
himself trying some alleged "heart tonic" until 
he feels convinced that lie is "sick enough to 
have a doctor." 


By the way. just how sick should one be in 


order to require medical advice? I should eay 
one requires

whenever one 


feels below par.

The 
speaker's censorship work was also 
described, telling of pathetic letters 
constantly

from inquiring 


mothers, and 
also of some of the 


touching things the boys wrote home. 
He read several paragraphs which 
he had copied from a soldier's com- 
ments on death. 


Descriptions of the awful scenes 


which were the real cost of the war 
closed the address. 


'•If we could just 
picture 
these 


things a little more vividly to our- 
selves, we would see that a lasting

Eight Billion Francs Raised for Food 


and Arms, Tardieu Declares in 


Statement Just Issued

Paris—What is perhaps the first 


concise, comprehensive statement of 
France's 
war 
losses has just been 


made by Capt. Andre Tardieu. former 
French high commissioner in the Uni- 
ted States. 


In describing what he calls 
the 


"balance sheet" of France. Capt. Tar- 
dieu states that during the five years 
of the war 8.000.000 men were mo- 
bilized, of whom 1.400.000 were killed. 
SOO.OOO maimed and 300,000 wound- 
ed. 
France thus lost .">7 per cent of 


her men under 32 years of age. 


Concerning material losses. Capt. 


Tardieu states that 
Co.OOO 
houses 


were destroyed. 75,000.000 acres of 
arable land laid waste and :>.ooo miles 
of railroad and 25.000 miles of high- 
ways destroyed.
